a moment with John Addington Sy 
monds in a manner altogether blood 
thirsty and ridiculous, so that we both 
fell upon him and rended him! This lit 
tie weakness is really the blackest crime 
I can lay to his charge. 


And, on the other side, what courage 
what love, what an indomitable spirit, 
what a melting pity 1 He had none of 
th^Sbrdid errors of the man who writes, 
no sick ambition, no envy of others, no 
exaggeration of thevalneof this ephem 
eral trick of sorihbling. 
He was eager 
to help his fellows, ready to take a sec 
ond place, offended with great diffi 
culty, perfectly appeasod by the least 
show of repentance. Stevenson was the 
most exquisite English writer of his 
generation, but those who lived olose to 
him are apt to think less of that than of 
the fact that be was the .most unselfish 
and the most lovable of human beings. 
—Edmund Qosse in Century. 


Tibetan Monasteries. 


Of all the wonders of the Tibetan re­ 
ligion none is so striking as the abun­ 
dance of monasteries. These great assem 
blages of religious houses are full of 
monks, or lamas, and the marvels as­ 
sociated with them are truly surprising. 
Their numbor is amazing. They literal­ 
ly swarm in the inhabited portions of 
Tibet, and a traveler journeying through 
the country passes monastery after mon 
astery in endless succession. 


So numerous are they that Mr. Book- 
hill, the indefatigable American ex 
plorer of Tibet, tells that, while the 
fe population of eastern Tibet is but 
small, one-fifth consists of lamas. He 
also says that in his journey from Jye- 
kundo, in Tibet, to Tachien-lu, on the 
frontier of China, a distance of 800 
miles, he passed 86 largo monasteries, 
five of which oontained from 2,000 to 
4,000 lamas. Many monasteries in oth­ 
er parts are equally large. 


The great monastery'of Kumbum, near 
the Lake Koko Nor, contains 4,000 
monks. Chiamdo, which is one of the 
chief towns in eastern Tibet and con 
tains 12,000 inhabitants, seems to be 
half composed of a gigantio monastery, 
and Captain Bower, in his recent jour­ 
ney through Tibet, passed the large 
town of Biuchf, whioh seemed to him 
to be all monasteries. The wealth of 
Borne of these monasteries is astonish­ 
ing.—All the Year Round. 


"Egga Are Cheap Today." 


A good trick was played ou a Lan­ 
cashire grocer not long ago by another 
in the same line of business. 
Having 
their shops, almost opposite eaoh other, 
competition ran high and each tried 
his best to beat the other in prices. 


About *the time the joke was perpe­ 
trated the market value of Irish eggs 
was about 22 for a shilling, but one of 
them, with his usual energy, displayed 
in large letters on his window: 


"Eggs 24 a shilling!" 
The other, not to be outdone, sold 
them at 26, and this underselling kept 
on until one was wildly disposing of 
eggs at 40 a shilling.

Old World and New.

Asia, in 
its political conditions, its religions, its 
learning and its literature, its science 
and industry, remains in close touofa 
with the world of 8,000 years ago; Eu­ 
rope and America in all these conditions 
have left the old world ages behind 
them and are building for themselves a 
new world vitally distinct from that of 
ancient days.—Lippiuoott's. 


Adulteration of Cinnamon. 


In "Nntfw on Cinnnrnon, " contributed 
to tho organ of the Society of. Publia 
Analysts by Dr. Bernard Dyer and Mr. 
J. F. H. Gilbard, appears the following: 
One of us was lately informed that a 
oertain firm of confectioners 
abroad, 
who did a heavy trade in walnuts, whioh 
they used in various forms for confec­ 
tionery, had a large sale for their walnut 
shells—in fact, that they sold them in 
London for more than they gave for the 
whole walnuts, the shells being used in 
adulterating 
ground cinnamon. The 
mioroscopio detection of powdered wal­ 
nut shells in ground cinnamon is not 
difficult to a skilled observer, but an in­ 
experienced microscopist might well be 
misled if he did not very carefully study 
both structures. The analytical ohemists 
whose paper we quote have made anal­ 
yses of oinnamon and ground walnut 
shells in ordor to provido data for tho 
detection of this form of adulteration.

: Ideas as to the Location of 
Infernal Regtana. 


The ancient philosophers were of the 
opinion that the infernal regions were 
located at an equal distance from all 
.parts of the earth's surface, whioh may 
be the foundation for the modern idea 
whioh locates hell at the oenter of our 
planet This belief in a centrally locat­ 
e d plaoe of torment or utter annihila­ 
tion appears to have existed among the 
Jews at a very early date also. Accord­ 
ing to their belief, there were three pas­ 
sages leading to it—the wilderness, by 
which route Batnan, Koraliafla Abiram 
deaoended; the sea, because it is written 
that Jonah cried to God ont of the belly 
of hell, and a third passage, whioh last 
was at Jerusalem. 


This third and 
1 last idea of the mouth 
of hell being located in the capital of 
Palestine is founded upon the Biblical 
passage Which says, "The fire of the 
Lord is in 'Zion, and his furnace iB in 
Jerusalem." The Mohammedans, who 
are noted for their superstitious regard 
foe tha number seven, deolare that hell 
iflvprovided with seven gates, each in­ 
tended for the followers of the different 
religions. The first is for recreant Mua- 
snlmans; the seoond, very wide and 
with shatter always standing invitingly 
aJaiV Is for Christians only; the third, 
located near the seoond and almost as 
wide and roomy, is reserved for Jews; 
the fourth gate is the one through whioh 
the spirits of the Sabeans will enter the 
land of torment. Like the last two, it is 
wide enough to do a wholesale business 
without crowding. The fifth is a small 
loophole of a gate intended for the sect 
of the Maji, a sect so insignificant that 
'the Mohammedans' hell idea apparently 
grudgingly allowed a separate opening 
for their .spirits when on the way to 
eternal punishment. The sixth gate, the 
only circular opening in the walls of 
helL is the gate by which the pagans 
will enter.' Why the pagan gate is be­ 
lieved tolje circular I have never seen 
explained. 
The seventh gate in the 
walla of the Mohammedan hell is re­ 
served for theTiypocrites of all religions.

MTp ^cultivate the field and beoome a 
farrier is well, but' to spend the whole 
lj^.as a hireling is not well To take a 
sproban (counting machine) and beoome 
a^jiqerchant and gain profit is well, but 
fSrith 
Jlt to make bad practice is 
' desire. Contrary to all this, our

Water Glass. 


The eminent ohemist, Dr. Grothie, is 
quoted as declaring that water glass 
has a great future in store in bleaching, 
and that in his opinion it will entirely 
displace soda. Such substances as jute, 
whioh formerly could not be bleached 
, without injury to. the threads, are there­ 
fore capable of being quickly treated in 
the following manner: The yarn is 
steeped from 15 to 20 minutes in a so­ 
lution of from six. to eight pounds of 
water glass to a gallon of water, at a 
temperature of from 185 to 313 degrees 
B"., and turned about in it a few times, 
then rinsea in hot, but not boiling wa­ 
ter, and finally in oold. It next goes to 
a weak chlorine bath and will beoome 
perfectly white. 


Hemp and cotton, instead of being 
boiled in a strong soda solution for six 
or eight hours as a preliminary, can be 
quite sufficiently prepared by from 10 
to 15 minutes in the above hot water 
glass. Ear 100 pounds of linen yarn 
from 13'to"]5 pounds of water glass are 
taken, costing about 80 per* oent less.jthan 
the usual ten poundsof 90 degrees soda. 
After the Water i glass bath the yarn is 
rinsed, first in hot, then in oold water, 
and next given chlorine and add aa usu­ 
a l All dressing is of. course first re­ 
moved by boiling with milk of lime or 
by heating with water glass under pres 
sure.
